The great néed for ce “water in 
the | ‘East Bay Cities and the means 
} ‘which that water is to be se- 

eured, were explained over the radiv 
Yésterday by Ww. J. Locke, attorney 
for the East Bay Municipal Utility 
district in Oakland. 


; Locke said. the Last Bay cities 
will soon be at the point of famine 
as regards water unless a new sup- 
ply ig made available, and continued: 

‘“It was with that sense of realiza- 
tion’ that the people of these nine 
Past Bay cities, ranging from San 
Leandro to Riehmond, recently voted 
the creation of a municipal utility 
district, so that the question might 
be treated as; a community problem, 
and accardinegly. 

“Despite their inability to collect 
taxes. for the first year of its exist- 
ence, the diréctors of the district 
have been applying themselves dili- 
gently to the fask before them. 

"The directors agreed that the first | 
essential step Wag to acquire the 
existing, system of the East Bay 
Water Company, and legal -proceed- 
‘ings for that purpose ‘have’ been 


filed with ‘the railroad commission} 


In the meantime, engineers of the 
district have ‘becn busy making an 
inventory and appraisal of the water 
company’s property, and, according 
to: all accounts, their work will be 
completed and ready for submission 
about September 1. 

“It. goes without saying that the 
selection of an outside source will 
devend, largely upon the report and 
recommendations of the chief engi-
